The American Association of 
Nurserymen. 


From the Florists’ Exchange. 

The twenty-seventh annual meeting 
of the American Association of Nurse- 
rymen was held at Milwaukee June 
11 end 12, and was largely attended. 
Mayor Rose made an address of wel- 
come, responded to by N. H. Albaugh, 
of Ohio. President Berckmans, in his 
annual address, spoke of the progress 
made in the nursery business the last 
quarter century, saying where trees and 
vines were formerly purchased by the 
hundreds they are now sold in car lots; 
while fruit was formerly considered a 
luxury it has now become a daily neces- 
sity of food. The President urged the 
necessity of each nurseryman having a 
specimen orchard of all fruits sent out 
by him that he may obtain budding and 
grafting wood from bearing trees only. 
He also advocated the establishment of 
schools for the instruction of employees 
in botany and general nursery work 
after the plan inaugurated by Thomas 
Meehan & Sons, of Germantown. 

The President stated that receipts had 
been larger this year than any previous 
year, and reported a balance on hand of 
$2,700. 

Professor L. H. Bailey gave an in- 
formal but very interesting talk on gen- 
eral topics affecting the nursery busi- 
ness, in which he advocated the estab- 
lishment of a bureau of publicity by 
means of which the public could be kept 
informed of new fruit regions, new gar- 
dens and growing interest in country life. 
Prof. Bailey spoke at length on the sub- 
ject of abandoned farms which can be 
bought in New England at from three to 
twenty dollars an acre, and recuperated 
so as to yield a profit from their orchards. 
In closing he laid special stress upon 
the necessity of inculcating the love of 
growing things into the minds of chil- 
dren, and to that end country school 
grounds should be improved and garden 
clubs formed among the children. 


N. H. Albaugh gave an amusing talk, 
dealing largely with the evils arising 
out of exaggerations regarding San Jose 
scale aud other insects. 

Colonel C. L. Watrous, of Iowa, read 
the report of the legislative committee, 
and in order to back up the committee 
in its efforts to secure desired legislation 


the following resolution was adopted by . 


the convention: 


Having suffered from the increasing 
numbers of insect pests and plant dis- 
eases whose ravages already cost the 
fruit growing and nursery interests of 
the country untold and yearly increas- 
ing millions and believing that quaran- 
tine regulations restricting the free 
transportation of infected fruits and 
plants in interstate and foreign com- 
merce offer the only effective means of 
hindering the spread of such destructive 
pests and diseases; 

Therefore, we, the American Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen, in annual conven- 
tion assembled, hereby resolve: 

(1) We believe that'a well-guarded 
Federal quarantine law regulating both 
foreign and interstate commerce in 
fruits and plants offers our greatest 
hope of relief. 

(2) We favor the passage of House 
Bill No. 10,999 now pending in the 
House of Represeatatives, and ask our 
Representatives and Senators to favor 
its prompt enactment into law without 
amendments. 

(8) The Secretary of this Association 
is hereby authorized and directed to 
promptly transmit an official copy of 
these resalutions to each Representative 
and Senator in Congress, now in session 
at Washington. 

Frederick W. Taylor, Acting Chief 
Department of Horticulture at St. Louis 
World’s Fair, read a paper urging that 


nursery interests be there represented, 


and a resolution was adopted heartily 
endorsing the exposition and pledging 
the support of the Association.

We uni- 
formly tie in bunches of 10, when consistent 
with the order, and we suggest to our customers 
to make their orders for varieties in multiples 
of 10 as far as practicable. Orders for 50 and 
not over 300 trees, if for not less than 10 of a 
varioty, will be charged at the rate per hundred. 
orders requiring 309 trees or more, and not less 
than 10 of a variety. will be filicd, at the lowest 
quoted prices. Orders for less than 10 trees of 
one variety, will be charged at the rate per ten. 


SEAson.—Our packing and shipping season 
begins by the 20th of September, and continues 
until about the first of March. ; 

We have great advantages to offer here in 
early shipments for the North in Spring. We 
do not accept orders for trees we do not grow, as 
we never buy trees to sell again. You can de- 
pend upon us for fresh dug trees. Hach order 
is taken up separately, and not until it is 
wanted for shipment.
